by last night stripped two radio pa- 


trolmen of their badges and equip-~ 


ment. The chief declared one of his 
first acts this morning would be 
formally to suspend the suspected 
officers. 

Patrolmen F, A, Turner and W. 
C. Nix, working on the evening 
watch, were forced to give up their 
badges to Captain G. Neal Ellis after 
Chief Hornsby, with Détective Lieu- 
tenants J. A. McKibben and R. P. 
Burnett, trailed the radio car and 
reported suspicious actions by the 
patrolmen. 

Bribery Charged. 

The investigations of these and 
several other officers were gaid to 
have begun several weeks ago when 
Councilman G: Dan Bridges, chairman 
of the police committee, told Chief 
Hornsby that bribes were being paid 
to policemen “all over town.” 

Chairman Bridges declared that “if 
Mayo. Hartsfield likes night prowling 
and investigating he should start with 
his own police department.” 

The chief with his two lieutenants 
last night waited for the two sus- 
pected officers on Auburn avenue near 
Piedmont avenue. They reported the 
pafrolmen drove up to a place near 
the corner and blew the horn, but no 
one came out. An hour later, they 
said, the officers came back and a 
white man responded to the horn, 
passing something to the officers. 

Chief Hornsby declared the two pa- 
trolmen had heen under suspicion for) 
some time. Two weeks ago, he said, 
he sent the two lieutenants to the 
same corner and they reported a white 
man came fo the place and gave a 
negro an envelope. The lieutenants 
asked for the envelope, took out a 
$5 bill and eubstituted another bill 
after they had written down the se- 
riai numbers, 

Subsequent investigations led them 
to believe the officers were taking 
bribes, they said. 

Alleged Bribes Held. 

A white man arrested last night on 
charges of “suspicion of bribery” was 
listed at police headquarters as Gene 
Moss, 24, of 754 Parkway drive. The 
arrest was made by Chief Hornsby. 

Chairman Bridges and Chief Horns- 
by have been investigating the activi- 
ties of several patrolmen, particularly 
on the evening watch, it was revealed 
last night. Bridges said he had been 


elected to city council on a pledge to | 


clean up the police department and he 
intended to do it. 

He said he told the chief what was 
happening here and together they be- 
gan their investigation. 


Bridges said the two men will be : 


placed on trial before the police com- 
mittee and “probably will be fired 
from the force.” 

Both officers denied accepting bribes 
or otherwise breaking police rules.

Charges of improper distribution of 
relief.in five.cases -.reparted to the 
special relief investigation committee 
were declared without foundation yes- 
terday by Councilman Frank Wilson, 
who personally investigated the accu- 
sations. 

Wilson made his report as the,com- 
mittee announced it will subpoena 20 
or 25 persons to appear before the 
committee at 7:30 o'clock tonight to 
give sworn testimony in the investiga- 
tion of the administration of emer- 
gency relief by the Fulton department 
of public welfare. 

Approximately 25 additional  wit- 
nesses will be summoned by the com- 
mittee later in the week, Alderman Kd 
A. Gilliam, chairman, said yesterday. 

Witnesses ‘to be examined under 
sith tonight are those named by per- 
sons appearing before the committee 
at its two public hearings last week. 
A number of complainants charged 
that these persons received direct re- 
lief from the Fulton welfare depart- 
ment but. did not deserve it. 

Councilman Wilson investigated five 
of the cases brought up. He said the 
charges were not founded, according to 
his investigation. 

“What I did discover is that nearly 
every one of those I investigated had 
come-to Atlanta since the relief or- 
ganization was set up,” he said. 

At a meeting last week, it was 
charged that a man was receiving $100 
a month pension from the federal 
government and was on direct relief 
in Atlanta. Wilson said the man did

‘Apple Mary’ Asks Pitifully 
for Decent Burial While 
Life Ebbs F Fast Away.

Atlanta’s own “Lady for a Day” is 
dying. 
The old apple woman who, for one 
day, enjoyed all the luxury of fine 
clothes, limousines, expensive food and 
a suite at the city’s leading hotel, is 
facing her last moments, at Grady hos- 
pital, with the pathetic fear of a pan- 
per’s grave wracking her brave old 
heart. 

Mary Brace, who sold apples and 
matches and newspapers from her lit- 
tle stand in the lobby of a downtown 
office building for so many years, and 
who leaped to momentary fame as a 
human publicity stunt for a motion 
picture, is a victim of cancer. 

“I am dying, a little bit at a time, 
bunt dying right on,” she writes to a 
friend, “T have a horror of a pauper’s 
grave,” -her weak, penciled scrawl con- 
tinues. “I have a lot in Hollywood 
cemetery. Won’t you see if someone 
can raise a few dollars to get me some 
kind of a real funeral?” 

That friend, a.young woman whe 
works ‘in the building where Apple 
Mary peddled her wares, can’t afford 
to answer the pitiful plea unaided. So 
she sent the letter from Mary Brace,

Chain Store Men Declare 
Only Largest Groups 
Could Survive; Foresee 
Wholesale Loss of Jobs. 


Hundreds of proponents and oppo- 
nents of the proposed chain store tax 
jammed the capitol last night to argue 
against economic death. Independent 
merchants claimed they would be fore- 
ed out of business if it were not passed 
and chain store executives said they 
could not survive the tax. 

The, senate finance committee was 
conducting a public hearing on the bill 
and representatives from both sides 
were allowed one hour and fifteen 
minutes to beg for “life.” A special 
executive meeting of the senate and 
house committees will be held this aft- 
ernoon to discover proposed changes 
after which the senate finance commit- 
tee is expected to ballot on the bill. 

If the committee report is favorable, 
the chain. store tax question will be 
voted upon by the entire senate prob- 
ably the last of the week, J. Howard 
Ennis, chairman of the committee, 
said following the hearing. 

While hundreds of chain store em- 
ployes wearing dises reading “No chain 
store tax” and scores of independen 
displaying pennants proclaiming “Vag 
for the chain store tax” pushed and 
jammed their way into the senate 
chambers, orators for both sides plead- 


ed for “relief. ” 
Claim Workers Periled.

ed the “discriminatory tax” will put 
out of business all but the yery larg- 
est chains “thereby throwing hundreds 
out of work,” 

Independent grocers said they were 
slowly being driven out of business by 
“chains which take the best from a 
comumnity and give it nothing in re- 
turn.”

0 STATES, CANADA 
JARRED BY QUAKES 


Little Damage Reported 
asTemblors Occur Across 
Entire United States. 


Eight states and a part of Canada 
were shaken early this morning by 
earth tremors. 

In each state the shocks were minor 
and little damage was reported al- 
though they were sufficiently severe 
in many cases to awaken persons by 
rattling windows and shaking furni- 
ture. 

The Rey. Joseph 8. Joliet, Ss. J., 
head of the department of seismology 
at John Carroll University at Cleve- 
land, Ohio, said the tremors felt in 
most of the midwestern states “were 
of about the same. magnitude as Jast 
week's quake—perhaps a little greater 
in intensity.” 

He also said the source was the 
same—an upthrusting section of rock 
crust in the old glacial region of 
northwest Ohio. He said the tremors 
lasted eight minutes and were clearly 
recorded. 

Southwestern Ohio and northern 
Kentucky felt two pronounced shocke: 

Huntington, W. Va.; Milwaukee, 
Wis.; Columbus, Ohio, and Chicago, 
each reported buildings were shaken 
but not dangerous. 

Many central Indiana cities and 
towns felt distinct shocks which lasted 
only a few seconds. Lafayette, Ind., 
recorded two successive tremors. 

The California quake occurred early 
yesterday. Windows were broken, 
chimneys toppled and store goods tum- 
bled in some east bay areas, around 
San Francisco. 

The Pacific quakes were half the 
intensity of the disasterous shocks 
of 1906.

DREAD ‘FINGER’ FEARED, 


BY FORREST TURNER 


Police Will Seek To Link 
Desperado With Other 
Recent Crimes. 


The “finger” that is feared. by al) 
criminals is expected by detectives to 
be put on Forrest Turner, Georgia’s 
top-ranking desperado. in a police 
lineup at .7:30 o'clock Thursday night 

Victims of recent ries in At- 
lanta are asked to be present at the 
lineup in an effort to determine which 
of the numerous recent holdups may 
be laid to Turner. Victims from other 
Georgia cities where Turner is sus 
pected of having staged holdups since 
his escape January 26 may be pres- 
ent at the time also, according to De- 
tective Lieutenant J. A. McKibbep 

Detectives said they are obtaining 
increasingly convincing evidence that 
Turner was responsible for the escape 
February 8 of 8. J. (Slim) Scarbor- 
ough, convicted murderer serving « 
life-term sentence in the Oherokee 
county convict camp. 

. They said they expect the three 
county employes who were working 
vith Searborough at the time to come 
te Atlanta Thursday or before in an 
effort to identify Turner. 

Turned State’s" Evidence. 

Scarborough, still at large, was con- 
victed, along with two other men, of 
the slaying of W. C. Wright, Putnam 
county educator, in 1925. Scarborough 
turned state’s evidence and was given 
a life term, while his companions, 
L. Coggershal,.. of Clayton, Ill, and 
F. W. MeClelland, of Ocala, Fia., 
were electrocuted. | 

Questioned concerning the Scarbor- 
ough delivery, Turner answered: 

“Do you think I'd help a who 
turned state’s evidence and had two 
men sent to the electric chair?” 

Detective Leo Nahlik, who, with his 
partner, M. M. Coppenger, has been 
on Turner’s trail since his last escape 
January 26, has questioned the bandit 
intermittently since his capture Sun- 
day. He said he had cleared up a num- 
ber of points on Turner’s activilies 
during his freedom and had secu-ed 
confirmation of some of his own con- 
clusions. — 

Had Gun Three Days. 

Turner revealed the gun he used in 

his escape while being carried back 
to Thomas county in January had 
been in his possession for three days 
before being transferred from the city 
jail to Fulton tower to await his re- 
turn to the convict camp. 
‘ He said he carried the small caliber 
weapon in his belt in the middle of 
the back and later carried it on a 
string around his neck. It was a sim- 
ple matter, he declared, to cut the 
string with a razor and get the gun 
in his hands while in the back seat of 
the car in which he was being re 
turned to the chain gang by Warden 
rR. W. McMillan. e warden was 
slightly wounded by the gun in a scuf- 
fle when Turner and his escape com- 
panion, R. L, Colton, made the break 
for freedom. : . 

Turner was pictured by Detective 
Nahlik as a modern Casanova. He said 
one of, the principal tasks in keeping 
up with Turner’s movements was to 
check the activities of his “girl 
friends.” 

And, the detective said, he found 
the girls astoundingly numerous. * 

It was learned that Turner’s alleged 
associate, James Lawrence, who was 
arrested in downtown Atlanta a short 
time before Turner was captured, was 
taking one of Turner's women friends 
to see him atthe tourist camp on the 
new Macon highway. The name of the 
girl, who was with Lawrence at the 
time of his arrest, was withheld. 

Hunter, Hunted Swap Yarns. 

Detective Nahlik, the man who al- 
most met death at Turner’s hands in 
a previous capture, yesterday sat on 
the side of the bunk in Turner's cell 
and swapped yarns with the 21-year- 
old bandits "= this or that incident of 
the lengthy chase. 

The fact that Detectives Nahlik and 
Coppenger had sent Turner to the 
chain gang on a 10-year sentence and 
had captured him after each of his 
last two escapes seemed to have been 
forgotten. They laughed and joked 
about the whole business in friendly 
fashion, Nahlik adroitly in a question 
now and then which might trap Tur- 
ner into a confession of some ‘job 
and the bandit _ himself parrying 
words with affable good humor. 

Turner revealed that he went one 
night to see one of his woman friends 
but: found a police car in front of 
the house. 

* “T knew you had a lot of questions 
to ask her,” the bandit said, “and 3 
just didn’t want to break in on you. 

Detective Nahlik would say “that 
was a nice looking girl you had on 
such and such a street.” 


“You bet she is,” was Turner’s an-| 


swer. “Did you meet her?” 

“Tt went to school with her every 
morning and back again every after- 
noon for two weeks,” Nahlik answer- 
ed, “but she didn’t know anything 
about it.” : 

“You're Plenty Good.” 

“T still say you are plenty good for 

the kind of work you are doing,” the 
bandit again complimented the detec- 
tive. 
That was the way they talked, the 
desperado and the detective who had 
been trailing him for more than 8 
month with a submachine gun. 

Fach man knew what it would 
have meant if the other had gotten 
the advantage in a gun battle. Yet 
there they sat, kidding and laughing 
over the caprices of the fate which 
guided the deadly chase.

R. F.- Birch, Gapervinor of 
Purchases, Mentioned for 
Resources Post. 


The state senate adopted a measure 
yesterday which would concentrate the 
vast purchases of the state govern- 
ment under a single head appointed by 
the Governor with the senate’s con- 
sent and serving at his pleasure. 

The vote on the bill, introduced by 
Senator Millican, of Atlanta, was 40 
to 1. It was transmitted immediatel 
to the house for action there. z 

The measure would enlarge the pow- 
ers of the state supervisor of purchas- 
es, raise his salary from $4,000 to 
$5,000 annually and set up a purchas- 
ing board to make rules and regula- 
tions under which he would operate. 

R. F. Burch, who holds the office 
at present, has been mentioned in cap- 
itol corridors, as a possible appointee 
of the office of commissioner of nat- 
ural resources, Henry T. McIntosh, 
Albany publisher, declined the  re- 
sources post yesterday. 

- New Duties. 

The supervisor’s new duties, under 
the terms of the bill, would be to pur- 
chase all supplies, materials and equip- 
ment required by the state or any of 
its departments, institutions or agen- 
cies under competitive bidding. * 

He would also establish and enforce 
standard specifications for materials 
and. services purchased, and would 
rent all buildings required by the in- 
stitutions or agencies except temporary 
quarters for the highway commission. 

Additional duties would include sn- 
pervision of all storerooms and stores 
operated by the state. 

Where total requirements of any 
given commodity exceed $2:000; the 
supervisor of purchases would be re- 
quired to advertise for sealed bids. 

In any event, regardless of price, 
he would be required to solicit bids by 
mail from “reputable owners of sup- 
plies.” 

In cases of emergency he would be 
empowered to get necessary supplies 
in the open market. 

Local Preference, Mandatory. 

The supervisor would be required to 
give preference to local’ sellers of 
Georgia products “when it is possible 
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to do so and the interest of the state 
is not sacrificed.” | 

The State Purchasing Board would 
be composed of the Governor, the di- 
rector of purchases, the state treasur- 
er, the chairman of the highway board 
and the secretary of statte.

Dice said the caller, a man, told 
him “it would_be much better for you 
te lay off the Douglas plant strikers,” 
and that. he then telephoned Fitts of 
the call, use he said, “Mdny of 
the strikers blamed him personally for 
their indictments and arrests.” 

Chief Dice reported he had received 
today a letter similar to that Fitts re- 
ceived. Investigator Harry Rogers, of 
the sheriff's office, said both letters 
bore fingerprints, which are being 
checked with prints on file.

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SOUTHERN MAN FOR I. C. C. 

The retirement of Hugh McC. 
Tate as a member of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission will make 
it necessary for the President to ap- 
point a new member of this vitally 
important governmental agency. 

Already the appointment is being 
sought by a number of leading 
Democrats from practically every 
section of the country. Among 
them is John L. Rogers, of Knox- 
ville, Tenn. 

Mr. Rogers, in addition to being 
an able and outstanding citizen of 
Tennessee, has been connected with 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion for a number of years. He 
first served as an assistant to Co- 
ordinator Eastman and later be- 
came director of the Bureau of Mo- 
tor Carriers, a division of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. 

Few men in the country have a 
better knowledge of transportation, 
both rail and highway. His fair- 
minded, honest and fearless direc- 
tion of his department has won uni- 
4wwersal indorsement. 

Not only is Mr. Rogers eminently 
qualified to receive this appoint- 
ment, but the fact that he is a 
southern man makes him a logical 
aspirant for the place. 

The commission is now made up 
of five men from the west, three 
from the north, one from the south- 
east and two from the south, one 
of these two being Mr. Tate, who 
goon retires. If a man from another 
section of the country should be 
selected as his successor, it would 
leave the south with only one rep- 
resentative on the commission out 
of a membership of 11. 

It is to be hoped that the Presi- 
dent will name Mr. Rogers or some 
other qualified man from the south- j 
east. The increasing importance of 
the southeast in the transportation 
world makes it imperative that our 
already too small representation on 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
Sion not be further reduced by re- 
placing a southern man by one from 
another section. 


YOUTH IN PUBLIC AFFAIRS 

One of the most encouraging 
Signs of an awakening in govern- 
ment is the increased interest of 
youth in public affairs. This is due 
in no small measure to the part 
played by the President in the 
problems of youth. Youth has 
greatly benefited by the CCC and 
NYA. 

In a forum held recently on the 
supreme court question at Girls’ 
High school, decided interest was 
shown by the students in this con- 
troversial issue of the day. A class 
in social science made up the group 
for the most part. The class had 
been studying the question in prep- 
aration for the forum. The forum 
leader took about 20 minutes to in- 
troduce the topic and then threw 
the meeting open for discussion. 
There ensued a lively and intelli- 
gent discussion—one that would 
have reflected credit on a group of 
educated adults. 

There need be no worry about 
the future of democracy in America 
as long as our schools and colleges 
continue to instruct their students 
in public affairs. As youth learns 
about government and discusses its 
manifold problems, government will 
become more efficient and furnish 
better service. | 

Recently a survey was made at 
Princeton University to find out 
what subjects were growing in pop- 
ularity with the students. It was 
discovered that the number taking 
the social sciences—history, politi- 
cal sclence, economics and sociol- 
ogy—has greatly increased in the 
past few years. This is true of 
many other institutions of higher 
learning. 

The vital need in the field of 
public affairs is more intelligence— 
more knowledge of government. 
The voter needs more information 
more facts at his command and

less propaganda. In public office 
we could profit if more real lead- 
ers—men and women of ability and 
high moral courage and honest 
principles—would offer their lives 
for such noble service. It is en- 
couraging that so many of the best 
brains among the youth of the land 
are preparing for the public service. 


ELIMINATION OF NOISES 

The average person who contrib- 
utes to the din in this day and 
hustle and bustle does not realize 
the extent to which he is injuring 
the nerves and slowing down the 
mental processes of his fellow citi- 
zens. 


We can get along far better with- 


_j}out so much noise. 


It is interesting to note that Lon- 
don bans noises at night. From i1 
o’clock at night until 7 o’clock in 
the morning it is unlawful for a 
motorist to blow his horn. This 
works well, for English people are 
well disciplined and generally obey 
all laws. If they break laws, they 
know that punishment is sure and 
certain. 

As a result of the noise ban, Lon- 
don people get more sleep and 
their health is improved. 


A person who has never suffered 
from bad nerves cannot realize what 
effect so much noise has on the 
nervous person. It is true that 
many noise-makers do not care 
about others. But most of them 
just do not stop to think of the 
results of their misdeeds. 


The present mayor of New York 
city has done much to rid the city 
of noisy auto horns. There, an or- 
dinance similar to the one in Lon- 
don is in effect. In addition, all 
milk wagons are required to have 
rubber tires. The mayor has had a 
study made of electric horns and it 
is recommended that those with 
soft tones be used instead of the 
loud ones that sound like a steam- 
boat whistle. 

Robert W. Schwab, prominent 
Atlanta businessman, writes The 
Constitution as follows: 


Last fall I spent some time in 
Rome, Italy, a city of over a mil- 
lion inhabitants and plenty of auto- 
mobiles. It is strictly illegal to sound 
a horn or any other warning signal 
in the city limits of Rome, with the 
result that the city is quiet, and. what 
is more important, the speed is cut 
down to a reasonable figure. 

I understand that the accidents in 
Rome are negligible since this law 
was passed. Incidentally. it applies 
in all the large cities, and “it cer- 
tainly works miracles. 

Formerly both bulb and electric 
horns were required by law as nec- 
essary equipment on all automobiles 
in Japan. Now only soft-toned, 
hand-operated horns are permitted 
—and quiet and increased safety 
have descended upon the Land of 
the Rising Sun. 

American cities are very noisy, 
for the most part, Atlanta being one 
of the worst offenders in this re- 
spect in spite of its anti-noise ordi- 
nance. Motorists seem to vie with 
each other in making noise. — In 
many parts of the city it is im- 
possible for residents to get the rest 
they need at night. 

For the sake of that horde of 
persons who suffer from jaded 
nerves, won't Atlanta motorists 
desist from loud horn blowing? 
When you reach for your horn but- 
ton at night, think of those who are 
trying to rest. Instead of running 
50 miles an hour and blowing your 
horn at every intersection, Mr. Mo- 
torist, why not cut down speed and 
eliminate horn tooting?

A PRAISEWORTHY STEP 
Meeting in Macon recently, the 


Junior Chamber of Commerce de- 
cided to make a major concern of 
its participation in the campaign 
against social disease. It is accord- 
ingly circularizing its membership 
for the purpose of making sure that 
the general assembly knows what 
‘“Georgia’s younger businessmen’”’ 
want the state to do in the drive 
on syphilis and other venereal dis- 
eases.

Miraculous Shrine 
In Canada. 


Forty-one cures and favors were rTe- 
ported in 1936 at the national shrine 
of the North American Martyrs at 
Genetanguishene, in Canada. Some of 
the cures were said to be instan- 
taneous and spectacular, reports the 
Josephinum Weekly, a Catholic publi- 
cation of Cleveland, Ohio, while others 
were received only after many visits 
to the shrine of St. John de Brebeuf 
and St. Gabriel Lalemaut, canonized 
by the church seven years ago and 
Canada’s first martyrs. One non- 
Catholic claimed a miraculous cure. 
A case of instant cure reported was 
that of a woman so crippled by in- 
flammatory rheumatism that for two 
years she could not walk. After the 
application of the martyrs’ relics she 
immediately asked to be allowed to 
walk, Another cure declared noted 
was cancer of the left eye. The shrine 
is attracting vast throngs of pilgrims 
to the lofty hill overlooking Georgian 
bay. 
Those Canadian martyrs were in 
reality French priests who landed in 
Canada in the sixteenth ‘century to 
evangelize the Indian tribes on the 
shores of Georgian bay. They built 
half a dozen of small chapels and 
seemed to have given the Christian 
faith a-firm footing amongst the Iro- 
quois when Fathers Lalemaut and 
Brebeuf, from different points, saw 
one of their chapels go up in smoke 
in the distance. They knew what this 
meant. The native medicine men had 
aroused the tribes against the apos- 
tles of Christianity. In a short time 
the fruit of their labor was wiped out 
and they themselves were martyrized. 
Father Brebeuf, a man of gigantic 
stature, had his heart cut out while 
still alive. The Indians devoured it 
in the belief that they would thus 
acquire something of the priest's phy- 
sical courage. 

Some of the Jesuit missionaries in 
magre «istant settlements managed to 
escape but before fleeing, hid the ai- 
tar vessels, a gift from King Louis 
XIV of France. Those altar vessels 
were the object of a search a few 
years ago, I think it was in #020, in 
which I participated under the direc- 
tion of Father Athol Murray. The 
treasure was never found, but we did 
stumble upon a pair of silver scissors, 
obviously from the French court and 
a small crucifix, which was recover- 
ed from under the ashes of Father 
Brebeuf’s little chapel.

Ancient Riviera. 


Traces of what was once a riviera 
for the idle rich of eastern Mediter- 
ranean lands have been found at a 
spot along the, great curve: of the 
coastline between Palestine and Egypt 
by Sir William Flinders Petrie, the 
84-year-old British archaeologist. It 
is the 1200 B. C. summer resort. of 
Anthedon, meaning “flower of de- 
light.” Situated midway between 
(;aza and Port Said, along the sea- 
shore, this ancient playground started 
its career as a frontier fortress built 
among the illimitable sands by Pha- 
raoh Shishak, a contemporary of King 
Solomon. Among the finds were the 
remains of a shrine built by Nebu- 
chadnezzar, who restored Babylon and 
built the famous Hanging Gardens, 
but who ravaged Palestine in the days 
of Ahab. Sir William, the greatest 
living authority on Egyptology and 
Palestinology, has discovered 12 
strata upon the tel, or huge mound, 
each differently planned and built. 
These layers have yielded innumerable 
pieces of pottery, tools, weapons, 
swords and brickwork which give a 
vivid picture of a long-inhabited area 
that existed many centuries before 
even the Hebrews became a power in 


the land.

Today the port is 
in shape. It will export $12,000,000 
worth of oranges, among other things, 
in the coming season. The Arabs have 
dealt themselves a hard blow by riot- 
ing at Jaffa.

_ In the first place, the farmers forgot to put a time limit on ratifica- 
tion. As a result, the amendment has been rejected by thirty eight states 
(two more than three-fourths of all the states of the union) and yet is 
still pending. The action of one state legislature is not binding upon its 
successor. Kansas, for instance, rejected it five times before adopting it. 

In the second place, it proposes to do not only what was intended, 
but probably would give the federal government power to adopt blanket 
rules for regulation of youths under eighteen.

The Federal Theater 
In Our Midst. 


Wonder how many Atlantans there 
are who haven't yet realized there is 
a ‘Federal Theater” in this city? 
Where they may enjoy decently pre- 
sented performances of recent plays on 
the speaking stage, at a cost so low 
as to be practically negligible. 

The federal government, you may 
or may not know, launched this federal 
theater idea in the leading cities of the 
country for a dual purpose. 

In the first place there were several 
thousand competent people of the stage 
who, like so many of us, were placed 
in desperate circumstances because of 
the depression. Their woes were in- 


creased because of the steady decline 
in the number of stage productions, a 
decline which had begun long before 
1929. And the practical disappear- 
ance of the spoken stage from all cities 
except the half dozen largest. 

Secondly there was a very real need 
for some sort of endowment to breathe 
new life into the theater. To en- 
courage those little groups which were 
bravely struggling, in “Little Theater” 
movements, to keep the stage alive in 
America and not to lose its very real 
contribution to culture. 


What Was 
Worked Out. 


So the féderal government really 
killed two birds with one stone by 
establishing the’ federal theater idea. 
The players are paid their salaries 
from the work relief funds— iving 
them opportunity to earn their living 
and salvaging their painfully acquired 
individual art from shipwreck. 

At the same time, technicians of the 
theater, stage hands, musicians, scene 
painters, electricians, etc., were em- 
ployed in the same way. 

Groups were then established at 
various available theaters. There they 
create productions of some of the most 
vital plays written in recent years, 
building their own stage settings, re- | 
hearsing and completing really credit- 
able performances. 

Ant the public joins in the bene- 
ficial movement through the oppor- 
tunity given to see serious and enter- 
taining stage offerings at prices far 
lower than ever before possible for the 
real theater.

The Nazis, hgwever, have a feeling 
that this freedom should be restricted 
in regard to remarks about Hitler, 
and, in their curieus state of mind, 
deem it quite reasonable to insist on 
a limitation which would mean the 
abolition of free speech. 

The fact that LaGuardia criticized 
the head of a nominally friendly na- 
tion is merely a talking point with 
the Nazis. In the first place, their 
public officials have said much more 
insulting things about the Russian 
government which is nominally friend- 
ly to Germany, and their papers, 
which are government documents, hare 
spoken very harshly about the Amer- 
ican government and the nation as 
well. Our papers do likewise, but 
they are not government publications. 

the second place, the friendship is 
only nominal, as the Nazis revealed in 
their furious anger over LaGuardia's 
remark. Their papers, which speak 
for Hitler, included the whole Amer- 
ican nation and its civilization in 
their insults, which were more help- 
ful than injurious, because they 
warned Americans of the true feelings 
of the Nazis toward the United States.

Swiss Canton to suit their anger when 
a Nazi organizer, sent into Switzer- 
land to conspire against the peace of 
a friendly nation, was killed by an 
assassin. 

The Swiss arrested the man and 
were proceeding to give him a trial 
according to the laws of the Canton 
which did not permit capital punish- 
ment, 

The Nazis sét up a furious clamor 
for an exception in this case and ut- 
tered mysterious threats. They want- 
ed the Swiss to hang the man. The 
Swiss, however, calmly ignored all this 
and sent the man to prison for life, 
which was a way of telling Hitler to 
go roll his hoop. 

At this the Nazis pulled in their 
necks and changed the subject. The 
Swiss, in common with other nations, 
have learned by experience that if 
they let the Nazi government bull 
them around there is no limit to the 
liberties which they will take. On the 
other hand, if they stand their ground 
as the Swiss did, the Nazis will take 
back. 

The fact is that if this country 
should curtail the right of free speech, 
the Nazis who have been sent over 
here to organize against the internal 
calm of the United States would be the 
first to suffer and the first to holler 
murder.

ON SUPREME COURT 

Editor Constitution: ‘The theory 
upon which our government was 
founded is that it should be divided 
into three distinct and. separate 
branches, the legislative, executive and 
judicial and that each was to act as 


a check or balance for the others and 
that the one should not encroach upon 


-_|or supersede the perogatives of the 


other. 

A check was placed upon the legis- 
lative by providing that the President 
could veto any measure that he thought 
unwise. Congress held a check over 
the president in that his veto could

Independents display few signs. 

Many Stores Closed. 

Many local chain stores closed their 
doors yesterday afternoon at 4:30 
o'clock so all employes would have 
ample time to reach the capitol, it was 
reported. 

Word of the march to the capitol 
spread swiftly among the Atlanta cit- 
izens who were unable to purchase 
groceries and drugs during the late 
afternoon hours and it was reported 
all chain employes were on a strike. 
But there was no strike. as the em- 
ployes were merely at the capitol to 
help their bosses protect their profits 
from what they term a “discrimina- 
tory tax.” The stores will be open this 
morning as usual, 

Marion Smith. speaking for some of 
the larger chains. declared that if the 
tax passed chain stores would have a 
choice of only two roads to travel— 
liquidaté and close up entirely or 
close the small stores and run only 
the larger ones. thereby throwing hun- 
dreds of employes out of work. 

Stores’ Position Presented. 

“Here is how we feel about a tax,” 
he said. “If the tax is non-discrimina- 
tory we do not object to it. If you wish 
to tax all on an equal basis. say on 


gross receipts, volume of business, or 
floor space. we would offer no objec- 
tion. But this is no revenue measure— 
no income measure—but is a bill spon- 
sore’ by a group of organized inde- 
pendent merchants asking their com- 
petition be legislated out of business.” 

Speaking for the chain store tax. 
Henry Estes, of Gainesville, declared 
the chain store had no care for the 
unemployed, that they fired men im- 
personally and did not offer. to aid the 
unemployed, whom the local merchants 
must care for in some form of wei- 
fare. He pointed to “enormous prof- 
its’’ claimed to have been made by the 
chains last year and declared “these 
figures show they are able to pay the 
tax and then have profits.” 


Mill Hits Tax. 


Hamilton Napier, of Macon, repre- 
senting a Georgia flour mill which 
distributes its products direct to the 
consumer, emphasized that “our com- 
pany has helped the farmer by buying 
his products. We have encouraged 
the growth of wheat in the state. 
Farmers today do not grow a suf- 
ficient quantity of wheat to suppiy 
our demands’ even though we pay a 
bonus for Georgia wheat. We are 
home people and every penny stays 
in Georgia. If.this tax goes through. 
we go out of business as we could 
never hope to market enough flour to 
make the mill pay through the inde- 
pendent‘ groceries.”

Law Enforcement Is Behind Times 
Half a Century, Says Underwood 


The administration of criminal law 
in the United States is lagging half a 
century behind the best thought on 
the subject, Federal Judge E. Marvin 
Underwood told members of the March 
term grand jury in his charge yester- 
day morning. 

Although Judge Underwood did not 
mention the court reform program of 
President Roosevelt, he dealt at length 
with the problem of criminal] law and 
its administration. 

In his charge he said “I refer to the 
problems of the administration of a 
n 
our eagerness for material progress 
we have paid too little attention to the 
administration of our criminal law 
. . « We cannot therefore delay a se- 
rious and intelligent study of the prob- 
lems, nor fail to arouse the public to 
the urgency of action. 

Great Effort Necessary. 


“It is no excuse that the solution 
is diffictult, that great time and ef- 
fort will be necessary, and that per- 
haps public opinion is the only effec- 
tive means of solution. We must at 
least begin. 

“These facts afford only the great- 
er reason why the leaders of our 
country should immediately and vig- 
orously strive to bring about reform 
and the establishment of an ef'ective, 
humane and intelligent system which 
will lead to the prevention of crime 
and the. reform of the criminal, . 

“You are leaders in the community, 
you were chosen grand jurors because 
of this. You and other leaders, there- 
fore, should work for a better system 
and to create a public opinion to up- 
hold it. If our leaders will not do 
this, existing evils will persist and 
we will continue to lag a half century 
behind our best thought on the sub- 
ject.” 

Judge (Underwood approved the 
moves made for segregation of first 
offenders in Fulton county and Geor- 
gia as a step in the right direction. 

Defends Parole. 

He also dealt with the problem of 
probation and parole, defending both 
in the light of experience and eta- 
tistics. | 

In his charge Judge Underwvod said 
that ‘‘we must prevent our penal in- 
stitutions from becoming mere schools 
of crime and degradation and strive to 
make them institutions where the un- 
fortunate offender may be humanely 
and decently treated and may regain 
his self-respect.” He held that it was 
unreasonable to expect that anyone 
raised in the slums and associated with 
drunkards and dope addicts and with- 
out proper home atmosphere would be- 
come a decent citizen and that it was 
also unreasonable to expect that 


prisoners treated inhumanely. in jails:

ed to live when they leave prison.

Indictment was also returned 
against three men for the alleged 
kidnaping of a Chattanooga taxi-driver 
on February 24. The indictment was 
against men named as Paul Cavin, 
William Tallent and Kenneth Tabor.

Onion Threats Charged. 


B. E. Hutchi:son, Chrysler vice 
president, charging that nonunion em- 
ployes had been subjected to “threats, 
intimidation and coercion from union 
representatives” both in the Chrysler 
plants and “at home,” asserted the 
U. A. W. A. in seeking sole bargain- 
ing privileges wanted to “force all 
our employes to go with the union 
or go out of our employ.” 

He added “we have been willing 
and still are willing to bargain col- 
lectively with them for their members. 
Beyond that, we do not agree to go. 
Men who wish to work in our plants 
will not be required to hold a union 
card to do so.” 

No disorder attended the Chrysler 
strikes. Strikers claiming union mem- 
bership in the plants of 85 to 90 per 
cent ushered nonunion employes to 
the streets, and set up guards at the 
gates. Police permitted any one to 
leave; no one.to enter the plants. 

Conference Continues. 

The strikes failed to interrupt the 

bargaining conferences in which U. 
A. W. A. officials were engaged with 
Chrysler executives. Homer Martin, 
who participated in General Motors 
negotiations this morning before they 
were recessed until Wednesday, at- 
tended the Chrysler conferences this 
afternoon accompanied by John Bro- 
phy. C. QO. director. 
Martin said afterward: “This strike 
and the one at the Hudson Motor Car 
Company as the result of the manage- 
ment’s stubborn resistance and un- 
reasonable position concerning the will 
of a clear majority of employes in 
plants affected. So long as the com- 
pany continues to disregard the law 
and cqmmon procedure which operates 
in government as well as in a cor- 
poration, they may expected labor 
trouble.”

TOKYO, March 8—(?)—Japau,: 


Seeking to court the favor of Great 
Britain and bolster her economic posi- 
tion, renounced territorial ambitions 
in China today and extended to her 
neighbor an offer of friendly dealings 
on a basis of equality.

REBELS LAUNCH DRIVE 

TO CAPTURE MADRID 
MADRID, March 8&.—(#)—Insur- 
gent General Francisco Franco hurled 
troops at upper Guadalajara defenses 
in what was believed to be the opening 
phase of intense fighting for possession 
of Madrid. 

After lengthy artillery preparation, 
tanks and infantry surged time and 
again against the line stretching from 
La Toba, west of the Guadalajara- 
Aragon highway northeast of Madrid, 
to Abanades, further east from that 
road. 

Government officers declared the at- 
tacks were repulsed with heavy losses. 
An official bulletin reported three 
Italian soldiers were taken prisoner 
by government forces in the fighting 
in the Guadalajara sector. This was 
the first time a government announce- 
ment had said Italians had been cap- 
tured on any front. 

Smack of Trickery. 
Defense Commander General Jose Mi- 
aja said the attacks smacked of trick-

General Jose Miaja, commander of 
all government forees in the vicinity 
of the beleaguered capital, said he be- 
lieved the outbreak in -Guadalajara 
province was a prelude to at least 10 
days of intense warfare on the Ma- 
drid fronts. 

Apparently striving to draw in their 
siege circle from a new direction, 
General Francisco Franco’s Insurgent 
army opened its attack on the town 
of Almadrones, on the north side of 
the Zaragoza highway, about 65 miles 
northeast of Madrid. 

Insurgents Attack Abandes. 

With the assault against Almadrones 
still being waged, the Insurgents di- 
verted part of their forces to attack 
Abandes, on the opposite side of the 
road. 

Late dispatches from the Guadala- 
jara salient—important for the high- 
way that traverses it. northeast from 
Madrid to Zaragoza—said the Insur- 
gents were laying down a heavy bar- 
rage of artillery fire on both towns. 

General Miaja declared his’ troops 
were “resisting. magnificently” and 
were prepared to meet the attack even 
if it should spread further. 

Although government troops were 
concentrated to resist the Insurgent 
campaign, Madrid defense commanders 
took extra precautions to guard against 
surprise attacks in other sectors, fear- 
ful the Guadalajara offensive was 
launched to feint defense troops away 
from the Madrid front. 

The government high command was 
known to view the renewed fighting, 
the fifth outbreak of intense activity 
in recent weeks as an effort to sever 
another Madrid communication line. 

Guadalajara Goal. 

The Insurgents, apparently, hoped 
to cut through to the government-held 
road and strike towards the city of 
Guadalajara, about 32 miles northeast 
of the capital. 

The Guadalajara road is not now 
heavily used for government convoys 
which, at the moment, are taking the 
less sheltered but more direct route 
to Valencia through the Jarama val- 
ley. 

‘Savers persons were killed and 
others wounded in El Rastro, on the 
outskirts of Madrid, under an Insur- 
gent artillery bombardment, but hail 
and heavy rainstorms mired the in- 
fantry. . 

Dispatches from Cordoba, in the 
south, said three Insurgent columns 
are advancing on government-held Po- 
zoblanco, betwen the Cordoba and 
Ciudad Real provincial seats. A ma- 
jor engagement appeared imminent 
near the town. 

Militiamen holding Verruga hill 
near Oviedo, in the north, were re- 
ported to have repelled aa attack, 
killing 200 Insurgents. 


MOTORMAR PREPARING 
TO BRING REDS AID 

MEXICO CITY, March 8—(P)— 
While the embassy of the Spanish So- 
cialist government tonight anxiously 
awaited information from home on the 
sinking of the munitions ship Mar Can- 
tabrico, another such vessel, the Mo- 
tomar, was loading at Vera Cruz for 
an attempt to run the Insurgent block- 
ade. 

Ambassador Felix Gordon Ordaz, the 
Madrid-Valencia regime’s agent in ac- 
quiring munitions and foodstuffs in 
Mexico and the Gnited States, declined 
to comment on the loss of the Mar 
Cantabrico, down in flames in the Bay 
of Biscay. 

Members of the embassy said they 
had London advices that the Insurgent 
cruiser Canarias had either captured 
the Mar Cantabrico or put her out of 
commission.

President Roosevelt asked congress for 
power to name additional justices to 
the supreme court he split the country 
into two camps that are strikingly di- 

vided along age lines today. 

If you are an American citizen be- 


tween the ages of 21 and 44 the odds 
are a little better than even that you 
favor President Roosevelt’s plan to re- 
organize the court. 

If you are 45-or older the chances 
= that you oppose the President’s 
plan. 

This is not a speculation based on 
one man’s opinion. It is the result of a 
scientific poll conducted in every state 
of the union by the American Insti- 
tute of Public Opinion. The Institute 
put its question on the supreme court 
to a cross-se¢tion of the voters, in- 
quiring at the same time, “What is 
your approximate age?” ' 

The Institute finds a majority of 
younger voters—persons between 21 
and 44—take sides with Roosevelt. 

Tide Turns at 45. 

But at 45 the tide of opinion turns 
the other way, for a majority of Amer- 
icans 45 and over yote against changes 
in the court. 

Last fall. the Institute found that 
the age of 45 was a similar dividing 
line between those who favored Roose- 
velt and those who favored Landon, 
A majority under that age reported 


they would: vote Democratic; a ma- 
jority over it,, Republican.” 

Today, however, fewer -young peo- 
ple favor Roosevelt's court proposal 
than -favored him as a candidate. 


The Institute survey shows that the | 


American voters most in favor of 
changing the court are those between 
35 and 44. Young men and women 
who have come of voting. age during 
the administrations o0 President 
Roosevelt are also in favor of the 
White House plan. Voters in their late 
twenties and early thirties, however, 
are almost evenly divided. 
Voters most bepeee to the Presi- 
dent’s plan are those of 55 and over.

The Nancy Page quilt club mem- 
bers thought they would like to make 
this quilt and mark it with the date 
1937. Then they would always have 
something to recall the momentous 
year. The members clipped the pic- 
ture and directions from the newspa- 
per and pasted the clipping in their 
quilt scrapbook. 

They sent for the direction sheet 
with its tracing patterns on it. When 
they received this they made tracings 
with carbon paper onto lightweight 
cardboard. They cut out the various 
pieces. No seams have been allowed, 
so when they laid the cut-out card- 
board patterns on the goods’ they 
made pencil outlines. These were 
used as a guide in cutting. For 
seaming they allowed one-eighth inch 
beyond the lines. In piecing ther 
laid two pieces together and seamed 
on the lines. They started the seam- 
ing in one-eighth inch from ends and 
edges, and finished it the same dis- 
tance from ends and edges. By doing 


this they were always able to press 
the seams open and flat. 

The seam was finished with two or 
three small firm backstitches. 

There are a number of pieces 
which look almost alike, so Nancy 
has identified them, both on the trac- 
ing pattern and in the finished block. 
Be careful to put the right edge of 
“a with the correct one of “ce.” 
Take the same care with “a” and 


This quilt may be made in blue 
and white, either a plain blue or a 
figured print. Of course any other 
— may be selected rather than 
lue. 

In making quilt with allover pat- 
tern and of two colors only and 
choosing to have it 90 by 106 inches 
Nancy advises the quilt maker to get 
five yards of color and four and 
one-half yards of white. If the pieced 
blocks are put together: with plain 
squares with sashing, the amount of 
material will vary, naturally.

“YOUR FIGURE, MADAME?’

STAYS—MUSCLE TONE— 
FIGURES. 

Women spend $65,000,000 a year 
on corsets for curve control—proof 
enough that every true daughter of 
Eve values a good figure. The clever 
corsetieres perform miracles on the 
silhouette, but their responsibility 
ends where the girdle leaves off, and 
that’s where the bulge begins! — 

Nothing short of exercise will re- 
contour your figure. For a perfectly 
smooth silhouette you must put-your 
muscles to work. Muscle is compact 
and firm, and excess fat is loose and 
bulky. Excess fat may be encumber- 
ing bulk, as in extreme overweight, 
or a collection of lumps and bulges, 
as with the disproportionate figure. 

With most of us, exercise time is s0 
limited that every movement must 
count. Knowing ¢he.most effectual 
positions for toning the muscles offers 
a short cut to a perfect figure. 

Flabby upper arms are the result 
of toneless triceps muscles. To firm 
and round the arms, the best exer- 
cise position -is with the arms held 
out at shoulder level, or as in deliv- 
ering a blow. No other position will 
reduce pendulous flesh in this area. 

The exercise which firms the arms 
also raises the bust to normal posi- 
tion, since the muscular network is 
interrelated. Hanging bar exercises 
are extremely effective in strengthen- 
ing the pectoral muscles of the bust. 
The tone of these muscles is as im- 
portant to lovely contour as normal 
weight. 

For a settled waistline, try stretch- 
ing the muscles, pulling the body up 
long and slim. Bending is good ex- 
ercise only if preceded by a stretch 
and twist. For best results, concen- 
trate the twisting movement in the 
waist, keeping the hips faced squarely 


»| to the front. 


Hips incorporated can be slimmed 
by raising the leg vigorously to an 
angle of 45 degtees. It takes this 
angle to bring into action the gluteus 
maximus, that fleshy muscle on the 


|| back of the hips. Leg swinging ex-

ercises reduce the hips and 
and strengthen the muscles 
thigh. 

Rolling to use the entire weight 
ef the body in a massage movement 
ig an excellent measure for reducing 
below the waistline. 

The best exercise position for beau- 
tifying thigh contours is with the leg 
elevated and moved in a side-to-side 
swing. This position affects both 
inner and outer thigh muscles. 

For the lege—stretch thick calves 
to slimness by pointing the heels, or 
in exercises that keep the. heels flat 
on the floor.

If you decided that three no trump 
could not be defeated, you would lose. 
It can be, but only by a remarkable 
and, I am afraid, double-dummy de- 
fense. 

The spade queen goes up on the 
first trick, and South must let, this 
hold, otherwise East, when he rets on 
lead with the heart ace, will lead a 
spade through to West’s established 
suit. Declarer therefore plays the 
three of spades. Now East continues 
with the five, and West wins with the 
ace and returns the ten of spades. At 
this point East, with clairvoyant 
shrewdness, discarde his ace of hearts! 
And there you have it! 

Declarer never can make three no 
trump without eetting up his fourth 
heart, and when he attempts to do so 
West takes the lead. with the heart 
jack, and rattles off his spade tricks. 
If East fails to discard his heart ace, 
declarer can, of course, set up three 
heart tricks without giving West, the 
dangerous hand, \the lead.

In addressing her audience last eve- 
ning, Mrs. Hahn pointed out the five 
salient points in this program as drait- 
ed at the national convention at which 
she was elected last September, “First 
in importance is membership in which 
lies the strength of any organization,” 
she said. “Next ie child welfare. The 
aixiliary, which has formerly looked 
only to the physical welfare of the 
child is substituting a schedule that 
includes his mental, emotional, and 
spiritual development as well. The 
fact that two and a half million chil- 
dren received benefit from thé organi- 
zation last year gives some idea of 
the scope of its work along this line.” 

The third point in the program is 
rehabilitation, a phase with which the 
national president is thoroughly con- 
versant, for the reason that at the 
time of her election she was directing 
nation-widé activities for the welfare 
of disabled World War veterans as 
chairman of the national rehabilita- 
tion committee. ‘“‘We spent nearly a 
million dollars for the veterans last 
year,” she said, “helping 110,000 men 
and giving aid to 72,000 families.” 

The national defense pase of the 
auxiliary’s work embraces a_ four- 
point program in itself, according to 
Mrs. Hahn. This program has been se- 
riously worked out as the best means 
to insure peace, and the auxiliary 
members steadfastly believe in its ef- 
ficacy. First, though believing that 
Fascism and Communism have been 
brought into the national arena as 
problems to be reckoned with, the or- 
ganization disclaims any quarrel with 
the form .of government chosen by 
any other nation. In selecting its own 
road to travel, the auxiliary is con- 
cerped only with the government of 
this country, regardless of what pres- 
sure is brought to bear from other 
quarters. 

Second in the national defense pro- 
gram, Mrs. Hahn voiced the body’s 
approval of Uncle Sam’s policy of 
neutrality, pointing that the defense 
of this neutrality should be strength- 
ened as far as possible. Third. is the 
organization’s belief in keeping the 
country’s national defense in a healthy 
condition. “We are strong in our sup- 
port of the present administration’s 
program for defense,” explajned Mrs. 
Hahn, “and. we are advocating its 
early completion. We helieve this de- 
fense to be the cheapest and hest in- 
surance against another war debt.” 

Fourth and last, the auxiliary is 
solidly behind the universal service 
bill fathered by Senator Nye, which 
calls into service Capital as well as 
men in case of war. “If all gain is 
taken away from war, then war be- 
comes unattractive” was the speaker's 
explanation of the support of this 
measure. 

Stressing Americanism as the fifth 
salient point for which her organiza- 
tion stands, Mrs. Hahn declared it 
to he equal in importance to national 
defense. ‘‘There is danger within as 
well as without,” she said, “a very 
grave danger which lies in a too 
rapid change in the order of things. 
We must proceed very slowly in our 
march toward a broader civilization, 
lest we lose our precious inheritances.” 

Mrs. Hahn leaves early this morn- 
ing for Chicago where she will ad- 
dress one thousand members of the 
Associated Press. She has not been 
home to Nebraska in two months.

"The official ban placed on “bowl” 
football games. except those sponsored 
in Pasadena and New Orleans, stir- 
red widespread controversy yesterday. 
including charges the Southeastern 
conference had discriminated against 
other cities. 

Reaction to the conference’s move 
in forbidding its teams to play post- 
season games controlled partially or 
wholly by ‘third parties,” aside from 
the Sugar and Rose Bowl contests, 
was mixed but for the most part had 
little approval. 

Charges of discriminativn . were 
made in Florida. where the city of 
Miami sponsors the Orange Bowl and 
Georgia, where Atlanta officials made 
known a movement was under way to 
present a game next New Year’s Day. 

“Such a rule is rankly discrimina- 
tory against the city of Atlanta and 
other cities in the Southeastern con- 
ference territory and is unfair and 
unjust to such cities,” said a resolu- 
tion introduced in the Georgia house 
of represéntatives by the Fulton 
county (Atlanta) delegation. 

The resolution asked that the facul- 
ties of the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology and the University of Georgia 
“be called on to use their influence” 
in petting the rule rescinded. 

’, Keith Phillips. chairman of the 
Orange Bowl committee, planned to 
write conference officials asking that 
the matter be reopened. Dinty Den- 
nis, sports editor of the Miami Her- 
ald, foresaw repercussions in the na- 
ture of a “sit-down” strike by Florida 
athletes in other Southeastern schools 
against the conference “politicians.” 

Coaches W. A. Alexander, of Geor- 
gia Tech, who introduced the motion 
to place a limit on the conference 
teams playing in the growing list of 
“bowl” games, and Bob Neyland, of 
Seneneee, were gratified at the ac- 
ion. 

On the other hand, Josh Cody, 
Florida's head coach, said he was 
sorry the action was taken.

Brings Loudest Squawks 


Certain chambers of commerce, eager to discover more 
tourist money, are said to be somewhat hurt because their beg- 
ging bowl grid games have been banned by the Southeastern 
conference, an action which should have been taken years ago. 

Letters of protest are in the mail and indignation is being 
expressed here and there. 


I trust they also are indignant at the Western con- 
ference, which permits no “bowl’’ games at all. And 
are righteously indignant with Yale, Harvard and 
Princeton, which institutions regard such games az be- 
ing just what they are—publicity mediums and a plea for 
tourists. And do not permit their teams to play in them. 
They might also spread their indignation around, if it 
doesn’t run too thin, to include the Big Six conference, 
which doesn’t permit them at all. 


And if they are angry because the Southeastern conference 
made eligible only two post-season contests, the Sugar Bowl 
and Rose Bowl games, they should write letters of protest to 
the Pacific Coast conference, which admits to eligibikty only 
one game, the Rose Bowl game. 


It is possible people had not realized that the south 
and southern educational institutions had permitted this 
section to become the only one in which football teams 
were being exploited by the various private promo- 
a schemes. Only the south.had not acted to ban 
them. 


Last year the bowls, with the exception of the two made 
eligible by the conference, were really begging bowls. They 
begged from institution to institution and at last got their com- 
petitors. The Barcardi, or Rhumba Bowl, in Havana, begged 
for several weeks before landing its teams. 


There is just one reason to play in the games. And that 
is to make money. And only the Rose and Sugar Bowl games 
produce enough profit to make them worth while. 


What the conference should have done, of course, 
was to ban all post-season games. That will be the next 
step. In fact, that was the general idea of the represena- 
— here last week who do any real thinking on the 
subject. 


_ There isn’t any real reason why the football season should 
be extended beyond its normal schedule. And banning the beg- 
ging bowls from consideration was just ‘the first step in that 

irection. 


There are a great many institutions left who are not 
members of conferences, who will be glad to consider 
invitations. The begging bowls will have no’ more 
trouble than usual getting their teams. And they will 
draw just as much as they have in the past, which was 
not very much. 


_ But there is no reason why southern educational institu- 
tions should be the only ones left who join in with private pro- 
motional ventures which produce no benefit at all to the par- 
ticipating colleges and which do lower their prestige in the eyes 
of the educational world. The Sugar Bowl will submit to some 
overseering by the conference. And should. 


It is @ little bit ironic there should have been so many com- 
plaints about the overemphasis of football. And that the 
Ssquawks should be even louder when progress is made toward 
de-emphasizing it.

NEW YORK, March 8.—(U0P)— 
Industrial prosperity and labor dif- 
ficulties combined today to create a 
nervous and jumpy stock market, 

The close was irregular, and de- 
spite losses that ranged to more than 
four points, there were gains ranging 
to more than two points. 

The main difficulty centered on. the 
outbreak of sit-down strikes in various 
automobile plants, particularly Chrys- 
ler, announcement of the latter strike 
touched off-a heavy selling wave in 
the final hour that set tickers back 
five minutes. Chrysler dropped from 
132 to 126 and then came back to 
‘close at 127 1-2. Apparently there 
was short selling and covering. 

The Street was not convinced that 
the motor car industry will permit 
serious labor difficulties to interfere 
with automobile production predicted 
for record levels in 1937. There were 
the precedents of the cost of the Gen- 
eral Motors strike and quick settle- 
ment of steel labor difficulties which 
has permitted the steel industry to 
continue operating around 
levels. 

The seriousness with which the 
General Motors strike interfered: with 
operations was shown in the com- 
pany’s 
sales of only 74,567 cars, the smallest 
February since 1933. There were 
103,668 cars sold in January, <39,114 
in December, when the record was 
— and 144,874 in February, 

Meanwhile, expected profit-taking 
developed in major steel shares. U.S 
Steel and Bethlehem each gave up 
more than three points. ut the 
sensational Sloss-Sheffield, which ad- 
vanced 32 points. last week, rose 15 
more to 190 and retained most of the 
advance. Republic climbed more than 
two points. e 

In connection with the steel shares 
the American Iron & Steel Institute 
announced partes schedules this 
week at 87.3 per cent of capacity, 
the best since October, 1929, when 
the average operating rate was 87 1-2 
per cent. But with greater capacity 
now available it means that actual 
ingot output is around the levels of 
May, 1929. 

Non-ferrous metal markets respond- 
red to heavy war buying and the do- 
mestic price of —T. rose to 16 1-4 
cents a pound, highest level since 
1930, and 1 1-4 cent above the pre- 
vious price. 

Rails—particularly New York Cen- 


sation and traders continued to pre- 
dict this group as the leader. New 
York Central opened on a block of 
30,000 shares at 52 1-2, up 1, crossed 
53 and despite profit-taking, closed 
1-2 gain at 52. Some other leaders, 
however, dipped under profit-taking 
and the average was lower.

HIGH COURT WILL RULE 
UN ALABAMA JOB LAW 


Arguments on Unemploy- 
ment Insurance To Be Heard 


Week of April 5. 


WASHINGTON, March 8.—(?)—A 
major pronouncement by the supreme 
court on social security legislation ap- 
peared to be assured as the result of 
the court’s decision today to review a 
legal quarrel over an Alabama statute. 

The Alabama law, enacted to sup- 
plement the federal social security law, 
provide for. unemployment insurance. 

The high tribunal already has up- 
held by a 4-to-4 vote, but without a 
written opinion, a similar New York 
law. The evenly divided vote was due 
te the absence of Justice Stone, who 
since has recovered from an extended 
iliness. 

A petition for reconsideration of 
the 4-to-4 decision has been pending 
since December 14, some observers 
pointed out today, after the tribunal 
had agreed to pass on the Alabama 
law, that action on the reconsidera- 
tion request might be held up until 
the Alabama case had been decided by 
written opinion, 

Arguments on the Alabama law 
probably will be heard during the 
week of April 5. A.final decision is 
expected before the court adjourns in 
June. A three-judge federal district 
ecurt in Alabama declared the law 
uncenstitutional and enjoined its en- 
forcement against the Southern Coal 
& Coke Company. 

The supreme court handed down no 
cpinion today. It delayed until at least 
next Monday decisions on constitu- 
tionality of the Wagner labor relations 
act and the Washington law establish- 
ing minimum wages for women.

REICH PLANNING MOVE: 
FOR NEW PEACE PACT: 


Berlin Reported Ready To 
Take Part in Western 
European Parley. 


By LOUIS P. LOCHNER. 

BERLIN, March &.— 4) — Ger- 
many'’s foreign office hinted confi- 
dently tonight of a forthcoming offer 
by the reich to participate in a west- 
ern European. peace pact. 

There was a marked epirit of opti- 
mistic belief that such a pledge by 
Europe's powers to keep the peace 
soon would become an established fact. 

While officials declined to state 
the purpose of a cabinet meeting sched- 
uled for tomorrow, intimations in the 
highest political and official quarters 
indicated that Joachim Von Ribben- 
trop, ambassador to London, would be 
charged’ with resuming discussion of 
a new security pact. 

Optimism by a number of leading 
men with whom this correspondent 
chatted informally was based first of 
all on the conviction that the Span- 
ish situation was clearing in such a 
manner as to lessen tension between 
Germany and her western neighbors. 

May Let Spain Alone. 

Germany now is apparently satis- 
fied to let the Spanish decide their 
own fate, provided they don’t “go 
Communist.” High officials have em- 
phasized that Spaniards are a proud 
people and will stand no foreign in- 
terference. 

long as the Spanish situation 
was a point of contention, it was 
pointed out officially, any western 
pact could not be discussed. 

Control of foreign activity by the 
European nonintervention committee, 
expected to get under way next week, 
will be bound to help Insurgent Gen- 
éral Francisco Franco make his vic- 
tory certain, it is felt here. 

That, it is declared here, is all Ger- 
many is interested in, it is up to the 
Spaniarde after that to determine 
their own future; Germany, therefore, 
can turn to other problems. 

No Threat to Peace. 

Britain’s vast rearmament program 
is not regarded as a threat to Ger- 
many’s peace, but as an indication 
that England, like Germany, now real- 
izes one cannot have a voice in inter- 
national politics unless -one is. wel] 


armed. ‘ 

British influence will be directed, 

it is felt here in unofficial circles to- 
ward bringing about a “real peace” 
and insuring a security pact between 
Britain, France, Germany, Italy and 
Belgium. 
- Another reason for optimism is ap- 
parent in a conviction that, slowly and 
by determined efforts by both sides, 
a more favorable atmosphere can be 
created between Germany and Czecho- 
slovakia. 

As a first step, efforts are under 
way by mutual agreement, official 
sources said, to put a stop to mutual 
recriminations in the press.
